However, the above certified translation of foreign priority document JP 2001-360494 
FAILS to provide support for claims 5-7, 10-12, 22, 29-3 1 , 4 1 -43 . In view of the length of the 
certified translation, Applicant should point out with specificity portions of the certified 
translation which provides support for the multilayer films recited in these claims.

recited particle size and content, and carboxylic acid group content of the modified polyolefin, 
etc.
